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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Species A, claims 1-5 in a telephonic election as 
noted in Interview Summary Record of October 13, 2006. 

2. Claims 6-8 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1-3 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hood et al. 
(4,816,017). Hood et al. disclose an adaptor 50 comprising an elongated body 52 having a distal 
end and a proximal end, a through bore 54 located within the body, the through bore in fluid 
communication with the conduit and through bore of the tip. The adaptor comprises means for 
restricting ultrasonic vibrations (column 2 line 20). The adaptor is plastic (column 5 line 7). The 
adaptor comprises means for connecting to dental handpiece and means for connecting to 
irrigation tip (column 2 line 48). 

5. Claims 1 and 3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Feine 
(6,164,968). Feine discloses an adaptor comprising an elongated body having a distal end 38 and 
a proximal end 36, a through bore 42 located within the body, the through bore in fluid 
communication with the conduit and through bore of the tip (figure 4). The adaptor is plastic 
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(column 4 line 8). The adaptor is autoclavable (column 5 line 20). The adaptor comprises means 
for connecting to dental handpiece and means for connecting to irrigation tip.
